Curiosity prompted The Tribune 


reporter Friday to search for the 
oldest legal record of a Coshocton 
county marriage. It was found in 
a book bound in leather now. so 
worn that the backs are scarcely 
attached^at the fold. Its pages arc 
yellowed and the ink faded tho it 
still bears witness to the excellent 
penmanship of the record keeper. 


The first marriage is that 
of 


John Hershman to Elizabeth Bak- 
er by William Whittier, justice of 
the peace, on May 1, 1811, 
The 


p.ge of the contracting parties and 
their residence are not given in 
the record. 
In that early period 


the county was evidently known as 
"Coshockton" 
county 
for 
the 


name is so spelled m the record 
from 1811 until during the year 
1825 when a different handwriting 
indicates a new record 
keeper. 


The present spelling then appears 
in the record. 


In 1851 the probate court was 


established under the new consti- 
tution of Ohio, and in May of that 
year Coshocton 
county 
probate 


records recount the oldest cases. 
These records were also penned 
and werc systematically arranged 
in metal filing offices in the pro- 
bate court in the year 1900 during 
the period Thomas C. Roche serv- 
ed as probate judge.
